HERMANS ARE DRIVEN HACK BY 
ITALIANS 

Berlin, November 11— (Brltlah Ad- 
mirallty per Wireless Press)— The 
Austro-Hungarlan troops which am 
carrying out the new offensive on the 
Thentlno front were attacked yester- 
day by strong Itullan detachments, 
which pressed them back at one point, 
the war office announces. The Italians 
have made a stand on the lower Plave 
River. 

The city of Belluno on the upper 
Plave, has been captured by AuBtro- 
Qerman troops. 

(Belluno is in the foothills of the 
Alps, fifty one miles north of Venice. 
It Is on the west bank of the Plave.) 
Tho official communication follows: 
"Strong Italian forces threw them- 
selves against detachment advancing 
eastward beyond Asiago and pressed 
them back somewhat at one point. 
Belluno has been taken by allied 
(Teutonic) troops. 

"The enemy has made a stand on 
the lower Plave."

Workers Appointed In Every County 
Mass Meeting at Washington 
Opera House Ycsterdny Well 
Attended— Mason To 
Give 

Plans for the natlon-wido drive for 
tho big fund with which, through the 
Young Men's Christian Association, 
the needs of American soldiers and 
sailors will be met, have been an- 
nounced at the International head- 
quarters of the Association In New 
York City. The drive will begin to- 
day and will close November 19. The 
sum to be raised is thirty-five million 
dollars. Every state, city, town and 
rural district will contribute to the 
raising of the fund, the amount of 
which was fixed by a national con- 
ference recently held in this city, 
composed of representative men from 
all parts of the United States. 

Not only will the comforts and care 
which the big fund will make pos 
slblo bo extended to America's fight 
ing men, but to the men of Franci 
and of the other allied nations with 
whom our troops will soon be fight 
ing shoulder to shoulder. Every pen 
ny of the fund, it Is unnounced, will 
be used In caring for the needs of tin 
troops. Tho work will be done 
through trained men which the 
Young Men's Christian Association 
will provide. 

The object of the fund is two-fold; 
to provide comforts, care and recre 
ation for the men In camp and thus 
to keep up the morale of America's 
fighting forces. This the military 
authorities and those who have vis- 
ited the camps in France regard as 
of greatest importance to the suc- 
cess of American arms. The sud- 
den change from domestic to camp 
conditions, the distance from homo 
and the necessary regorous routine, 
observers say, call for a kind of care 
that the army authorities are not in a 
position to provide. 

General Pershing, in Auguest, au- 
thorized the statement that the great- 
est service America could Immediate- 
ly render was to extend the Young 
Men's Christian Association work to 
the soldiers of the French army, tired 
and worn out by their valiant and 
successful resistances to the repeated 
waves of Teutonic attacks. Antici- 
pating similar conditions among our 
own troops, the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association began early in the 
war to prepare to care for our sol- 
diers and sailors. The offer of serv- 
ice the Association made was ac- 
cepted gladly by the government au- 
thorities, and hundreds of men train- 
ed in "Y" work were soon in camp. 
There are now 2,500 of these men, 
serving American soldiers and sail- 
ors. Many Y. M. C. A. men were 
called in the draft and shouldered 
their rifles, since no man is accepted 
for Y. M. C. A. work unless he has 
been exempted by tho Government or 
whose name is so far down the list 
that he is not likely to be called for 
some time. 

With the hundreds of thousands of 
men the draft called to the colors, the 
Y. M. C. A. was overwhelmed with 
work and responsibilities. From the 
camps came a cry for more help, not 
only from the Boldlers themselves, but 
from the officers, who value the work 
the Association renders. According- 
ly, a National Conference was held, 
and It was decided that not a cent 
less than 135,000,000 would ade- 
quately meet the war needs con- 
fronting the Association, for not only 
was there a call for help in the 
American camps, but from camps of 
allied nations as well. 

A large crowd was in attendance at 
the Washington Opera House yester- 
day afternoon to attend the mass 
meeting In the Interest of the Y. M. 
C. A. war relief campaign which 
starts today. Judging from the In- 
terest and enthusiasm, displayed at 
this meeting there will not be any- 
trouble for the workers to secure Ma- 
son county's apportionment of $3,640, 
which is a part of the $35,000,000 to 
be raised in the United States this 
week for the Y. M. C. A. work at the 
training camps in this country and 
abroad. A certain per cent will also 
be used to cheer up the captives in 
the prison camps of Europe. 

Mr. W. H. Rees, chairman for Ma- 
son county, had charge of the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, and after 
making a few brief remarks he called 
on the audience to stand and sing 
"The Star Spangled Banner," which 
was ltd by Dr. P. O. Smoot. The Rev. 
W. B. Campbell, pastor of the First M. 
E. Church, South, then offered the In- 
vocation, praying for the success of 
the campaign this week and for the 
Y. M. C. A. work 

Interesting talks concerning the 
work the Y. M. C. A. has been doing 
at Camp Taylor were then made by 
Corporal John Lysis Threlkeld, Ser- 
geant Henry Helmer, Private Albert 
Thomas and Hergtant-Major Robert

He laid especial 
stress on the fact that the Y. M. C. A. 
Is trying to provide for the spiritual 
welfare of the boys and hopes to 
bring them back from the battle 
fronts clean morally. 

One of the points brought out by 
one of the young soldiers In his ad- 
dress wus the tact that the attend- 
ance at church services at the camp 
was much larger than at the moving 
picture show. He then asked how 
that compared with tho situation In 
Maysvllle. 

Chairman Rees announced that at 
the meeting held In the Washington 
Presbyterian Church yesterday morn- 
ing over $300 was raised for the work 
and that the people there expected to 
raise several hundred dollars more 
before the campaign came to a close.

In Ohio Fight In Increased 819-Pro. 
hlbltlon Leaders, However, Still 
Refuse lo Concede They Have 
Been Beaten. 



Cincinnati, Ohio, November 10 — 
Tho closo of election week for Ohio 
left tho antl-prohlbltlon forces with a 
lead of 1,816 votes, the tabulations In- 
cluding 77 counties officially report- 
ed to the secretary of state, eight 
county seat official returns and three 
unofficial but complete county totals. 
The totals which since Tuesday night 
had waxed and waned for clthor side 
as wets or as variations were discov- 
ered in county totals tonight, stood: 

For prohibition, 522,226. 

Again prohibition, 624,042. 

The Jubilation in the camp of the 
wets over the apparent victory was 
groat, but the prohibition leaders who 
have so far refused to concede defeat 
pointed out with a smiling satisfac- 
tion that in any event Ohio drys had 
cut down the wet majority of two 
years ago, almost to the disappearing 
point and had really gained more 
than 66,000 votes. 

The vote of Cuyahoga county 
(Cleveland) reported officially late to- 
day, which showed a net gain of 810 
wet votes over the unofficial figures, 
carried the antl-prohlbltlon majority

Now, we're told, U'h hogs that arc to win the war. The de- 
partment of agriculture presents the matter uliout like this: 
To make Hiire of victory, we must produce more food. 
The most essential kind of food is meat. 

The most important form of meat is pork, because "it can be 
transported more readily and economically to our troops in the field 
than can any other meat," and because "hogs can be produced quick- 
er than any other kind of live stock." 

The department therefore strongly urges the necessity und duty 
of starting at once to increase the hog supply. These estimated num- 
ber of hogs in this country is about 4,00(),()()<) less than it was a year 
ago. It ought to be more, in order to guarantee the proper feeding 
of our soldiers, our allies and ourselves. 

It's simply a question of wholesale breeding instead of whole- 
sale slaughtering. Breeding animals must reproduce themselves, 
and farmers are urged to see that every eligible hog does her duty. 

There is no hardship thus imposed on the farmer. He is merely 
encouraged to enter more zealously into an extremely profitable in- 
dustry. The price of pork lately has been more than twice its aver- 
age price in the three or four years before the war. It isn't likely to 
go down much, if any. The demand is sure to continue strong until 
some time after the end of the war. Feed crops are plentiful now. 
Everything favors hog-raising. 

But the patriotic appeal should be stronger than the lure of 
profits. Raising hogs has become us much a war duty as buying 
Liberty Bonds. 

An average increase of 15 per cent for the entire country is re- 
commended for the coming year. Some states are asked to produce 
more than that, and some less. Missouri's quota is a BO per cent in- 
crease of her present porcine population. Fve per cent will suffice 
for Georgia and West Virginia. Albania, Iowa, Kansas, Indiana, Ill- 
inois, Mississippi, Arkansas, South Carolina, Ohio, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Maryland, North Carolina, Michigan and Nebraska, have all 
been derelict in varying degrees. The rest of the states have been 
doing their duty, and are expected to keep up the good work. 



BELGIAN 1 1 ATROCITIES" 

The "atrocities" which (iermany charged the Belgian Colonial 
army committed in East Africa, and on which (Iermany attempts.! 
to justify the seizure and deportation of twenty prominent Belgian 
citizens, have been investigated. In its statement of actual condi- 
tions the Belgian legation quotas a German official as follows: 

"I was at Tabora/' says Otto Weber, "at the beginning of tin- 
war, and 1 remained there. Personally I have no complaint to males 
of the Belgian troops, on their entry into Tabora. However, as chief 
of the district, I have to say that some complaints were made to me 
on the subject of the Belgian troops at Tabora, and I have taken per- 
sonal cognizance of the damage done in the house of .Mrs. Horn. I 
was also told that a butcher shop had been plundered by Italians on 
the day the Belgians entered Tabora, but 1 have not been able to 
verify this statement. At another house the awning outside had lajen 
torn by bayonets. I am not able to say jositively that the deeds to 
which my attention has been called were eommited by Belgian sol- 
diers, but that is my opinion. All these things were brought to the 
attention of General Tombcur (the Belgian commanding officer^. 
At the end of two days everything was calm again." 

Horrible, horrible! Assuredly the Belgians have much to learn 
before they can attempt to drive the "kultur" of the Kaiser's troops. 



UNNECESSARY LETTERS 

Any business man who is aggrived by the high cost of; correspond- 
ence under the three-cent letter rate may profit by heeding the advice 
of the National Association of Credit Men. The association a war com 
mittee has been looking into the matter of superfluous letters, and re- 
ports that there is inexcuable waste. 

Vast numbers of business letters are virtually duplications of oth- 
er letters sent to the same person or the same family or firm, and might 
be elimnatcd by a careful scrutiny of mailing lists. Another source 
of waste is the practice, still widely prevailent, of mailing receipts 
forb ills paid by check, when the cancelled check itself is sufficient 
receipt. 

A careful examination of the methods used in every office would 
probably result in most cases, reforms sufficient to save the extra 
cost of postage. Such reforms, too. would have the added merit ol 
lightening the labors of an over- worked pdstofflce department.

..elghting over seven pounds. 

.Vow the 1'. S. War Department an- 
nounces that it will handle all Chris - 
nas packages for the American ex- 
peditionary forces in France, on the 
imes there have been built and are 
ueing operated by our nine railway 
regiments. 

Accordingly tho l'ostofflce Depart- 
ment has Issued a new order under 
nhich a Cliiistmas package weighing 
up to twenty pounds may be sent to 
.i soldier in France, but these regula- 
tions must be strictly observed: 

"In addressing give the name of the 
wldier, the name of the unit to which 
he is attached and send it In care ot 
the Commanding General, Fort of Em- 
barkation. I'ier J. lloboken, X. J. The 
paekago must comply with the regu- 
ar postal regulations, and. in addi- 
tion, the articles sent must be packed 
in a wooden box not more than two 
cubic feet in extent. It must be well 
Strapped and should have either a 
hinged or a screwed stop. Xo perish- 
able foodstuff a may be sent. The box 
jhouhl be marked to Indicate it is a 
Christmas package and should reach 
Hohoken not later than December 5. 
The rate of postage is 12 cents a 
pound."

Jlmmle and a German Boy Clash- 
Must Do Three Things to Save 
Country. 

It was a warm evening, so Uncle 
Dan went out to a lawn seat under the 
spreading branches of th«- great tree 
that suggested the fnrm's name of Oak 
Hill.

Jlmmle said If their education taught 
them to torpedo Lusitanins. sink hos- 
pital ships, murder hundreds of wom- 
en and children, make slaves of 
the Belgians, poison wells, destroy fruit 
trees and commit all sorts of crimes, 
then we did not want that kind of 
education here. What do yon think 
about It, Uncle Dan? I told Jlmmle] 
you spent a lot of time In Europe and 
knew all about schools, so give us your | 
opinion." 

"Well," replied Uncle Dan, deliber- 
ately, "the German schools are very 
thorough ; they furnish exceedingly vnl- 
nable and practical Instruction. The 
Industrial training given there Is prob- 
ably the best to be found. The schools 
as a whole, however, In my opinion, 
nppeal to the head only, nnd never to 
the heart. The aim and trend Is to 
make the Individual blindly submis- 
sive to the Prussian plan of world do- 
minion ; they teach that it Is the des- 
tiny of Germany to rule the world, and 
that to the glory and advance of Ger- 
many. In this plah, nil things must give 
way; that the kaiser as head of the 
state, can do no wrong if he carries 
forward the plan of world control. 
Some of the greatest teachers and 
preachers even defend and Justify her 
heartless crushing of Belgians and the 
many other atrocious crimes she has 
committed In this war. Thank God, 
our American education reaches both 
the head and the heart. It Is an edu- 
cation with a soul, and we must main- 
tain the high Ideals we hnve fixed. In 
a word, In Germany, the people are 
taught that they exist for the govern- 
ment, while here the government ex- 
ists to serve the people." 

"Just wait a minute," Interrupted 
Blllle. Say that over again slowly, so 
I can write It down." 

Uncle Dan, smilingly, compiled. 

Blllle exclaimed : "Now, we will hand 
that nut out for Carl to crock. 
Carl, you know," continued Blllle, 
"has a very smart father who keeps 
him posted on the Ormnn arguments.

ALL BAKERIES TO BS PLACE* 
UNDER LICENSE 

Washington, November 11— Definite 
steps to standardize bread and lower 
its price will be taken tomorrow 
when President Wilson issues a proc 
lamation placing all bakeries under 
government license December 10 and 
subjecting them to food admlnistra 
tion rules prescribing ingredients and 
welghtB of loaves. Prices will not be 
fixed, but with the standardization it 
Is expected that natural competition 
and simplification of distribution will 
force down prices for pound loaves to 
seven or eight cents. 

Fancy brcadB will be eliminated and 
the multitude of sizes now produced 
will be reduced to four with standard 
ingredients. The weights will be one 
pound, one and a half, two and four 
pounds. 

The loaves will have a crease 
the middle to permit their sale 
halves. In making only three pounds 
of sugar will be allowed for a barrel 
of flour instead of an average of si 
pounds now used, and two pounds of 
vegetable oil shortening must be used 
Instead of six pounds of lard or oil 

The food administration expects to 
save 100,000,000 pounds of sugar and 
the same amount of lard in this way 
Bakers may use only skimmed milk 
for bread, and rolls will be permit 
ted only if made in standard sizes 
and of regulation bread dough.

Slated to Come In February i Wil- 
son I'uts New Machinery Into 
Operation. 



KCRENSKY FORCES GATHER 

Chll War Is Seeu-Reglments Loyal 
To Premier 8aJd To Be March- 
lug on Capital. 



Washington, November 10 — Presi- 
dent Wilson formally put the new ma- 
ohlnory for tho carrying out of the 
selective draft bill Into operation to- 
night with tho publication of the fore- 
word ho has written to the regula- 
tions under which tho second call will 
made. Tho regulations themselves 
and tho questionnaires whloh more 
than 9,000,000 registrants will bo re- 
quired to fill out aro being forwarded 
to local boards, but have not yet been 
made public. 

War Department officials estimate 
that the whole process can be com- 
pleted within 60 days. This means 
that no second pall will be made upon 
the draft forces before the middle of 
noxt February, as the period of class- 
ification will not begin until Decem- 
ber 15. 

The President describes the new 
plan of dividing all registered men 
already mobilized into five classes 
subject to military service by classes, 
being Intended to produce "a 
perfect organization of man power.'' 
The selective principle muBt be 
carried to Its logical conclusion," the 
President said, and ho added that 
there must be a complete Inventory 
of tho qualifications of each regis- 
trant In order to determine "the place 
In the military, industrial or agricue 
tural ranks of the nation In which his 
xperlence and training can best be 
made to serve the common good." 

The Inquiry projected in the ques 
tlonnaire will go deep Into the quali- 
fications of each of nearly 10,000,000 
men. The success of the plan and Its 
completion within the estimated time 
rests absolutely upon the whole- 
hearted support given by the people 
especially by the doctors and lawyers 
of each community, and the I'resi 
dent calls upon them for their un 
Btinted aid. 

Supplementing the President's call 
to the nation, Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder Issued the following 
statement: 

"The questionnaire which is the 
basis of the new system is a collec- 
tion of questions bringing out the es- 
sential facts upon which classifica- 
tions are made. It is the only prim- 
ed form which any registrant needs 
to use either in making claims or 
filing proof. At first sight it seen B 
a little formidable, but a reading of 
the questions shows that they are 
simple enough for any person who 
can read and write understanding!) 
enough to answer. 

"The President's message lines up 
the whole legal profession of the 
United States as assistants of the se- 
lective service system, and as impar- 
tial advisers to registrants in Mile." 
out their questionnaires. Under tl 6 
new regulations a place is to be pro- 
vided convenient to every local boai ! 
where registrants may go for free ad- 
vice and assistance in making out 
the document. The county judge c ' 
judicial officers of similar court Is 
placed at the head of a committee of 
lawyers in each vicinity and this con; 
mittee is charged with the duty ct 
seeing that there are always plent' 
of lawyers and other volunteers pre* 
ent to help registrants In filling oiv 
the questionnaires. 

"Questionnaires are to be mailed b- 
tho local boards to five per cent of 
the registrants each day. The prin- 
cipal work of the legal advisor) 
boards will thus be over In 20 day 
by which time all questionnaires 
shall bo returned to the boards. Ev- 
ery man has seven days In which to 
return his questionnaires fully made 
out. The process of classification 
will begin about December 15. Elgh 
days later tho boards will begin the 
great process of classification, whicl 
becomes, In the words of the Presi- 
dent, a national war undertaking of 
such significance as to challenge the 
attention and to compel the assist- 
ance of every American." 



Loudon, November 11— Tho Bolshe- 
vik! revolution In Petrograd Is re- 
ported to be approaching collapse. 
Regiments loyal to Premier Kerensky 
are marching on tho capital, and 
fighting Is under way In tho city, ac- 
cording to roports reaching here to- 
day from Petrograd. An organization 
which has adopted tho name of "All 
Kussian Committee for Saving the 
Country and tho Revolution," an- 
nounced that the defeat of the BolBhe- 
vikl movement was a matter only of 
days and hours. 

Tho town of Tsarkoe-Selo, fl'teen 
miles south of Pctrogrud, where For- 
mer Emperor Nicholas lived most of 
the time, is said to havo been cap- 
tured by loyal forces, ufter which the 
ebels retired to Petrograd in disor- 
derly mobs. 

The chief wireless station is now 
controlled by loyal troops The Bed 
Guard has been defeated In Mobcow. 
Premier KerenBky is Bald to be ap- 
proaching Petrograd. 

An exchange Telegraph dnpatch 
from Petrograd dated Saturday says 
the news thut Premier Kerensky was 
approaching the capital caused 
great sensation, aud that a collision 
was expected momentarily at ihe 
time the message was filed. 

Reports from Moscow to Petrograd, 
the. dispatch continues, state tl.at ; 
majority of the Soldiers' and Work 
men's Delegates there voted to sup 
port the Petrograd Bolsheviki, but 
that the Cossacks declined to do so 
and are working with other ele ents 
in organizing opposition. The gov- 
ernment Institutions in Moscow, In 
eluding the arsenals, telegraph of- 
fices, banks and raidway stations, are 
said to have passed Into the hands of 
the Galsheviki. 

Admiral Verdervski, minister of 
marine, was released on Friday, these 
advices state, and invited to assume 
his duties. M. Uiikltin, minister of 
the interior, and Mr. Gvozdeff, minis- 
ter of labor, also were released. They 
report that the resistence by tho de- 
fenders of the Winter Palace was 
very feeble. Although the ministers 
made great efforts to persuade the 
garrison at its posts, the Palace capi- 
tulated after a large bomb had been 
thrown inside. 

BEAT HOT MBS. MINEBVA KIM.
